Announces Rate of 65 Mills 
For This Year’s Budget 


The Crows Nest Pass cam¬ 
paign for the annual Red Shield 
Appeal will take place com¬ 
mencing on Monday, May 30 
The canvass will be under the 
direction of Lieutenants E 
Burkholder and R. Chapman, 
'district officers here. 

The Salvation Army does a 
job in Canada and Alberta that 
no other organization will at¬ 
tempt. During the last year no 
less than 144 unmarried mothers 
from 51 communities were as¬ 
sisted. Over 137 children from 
25 communities were cared for 
through the services of the 
Army. Two social service depart¬ 
ments and men’s hostels assist¬ 
ed 6,000 persons in family wel¬ 
fare, prison gate, police court, 
social problems, and case work 
was carried on during the year. 
The operational costs for the 
institutions and social depart¬ 
ments work amounting to $277- 
723.30. 

The residents of the Pass have 
been very generous In the sup¬ 
port of previous Red Shield 
campaigns, the Red Cross and 
Canadian Cancer Society. 

In the opinion of a great num¬ 
ber of people here, the work ot 
the Salvation Army equals in 
importance the Red Cross or 
Cancer drives. Therefore, local 
citizens and others of the Pass 
are urged to give generously to 
the drive which gets underway 
next week. 

The quota set for the Crows 
Nest Pass is $1350.00 of which 
amount more than one third is 
expected to come from Coleman, 
or $550. Knowing the Army’s 
outstanding work here and 
throughout Canada, we feel that 
the Army will have little trouble 
in reaching or bettering its quo¬ 
ta here. 


On Friday last the regular 
meeting of the Coleman Town 
Council was held with the ma¬ 
jority of members being in at¬ 
tendance. 

In the council chambers be¬ 
fore the meeting got underway 
at 8 o’clock a delegation of 
around six citizens from the 
north-east section of the town 
met the present members and 
discussed with them the water¬ 
works servicing of the property. 
In this discussion it was con¬ 
tended that for a long time the 
people of this part of the town 
had been trying to get water 
service, but had met with no < 
advantage, as for years the sys-’ 
tern had not been In the hands 
of the town. During the discus¬ 
sion it was pointed out that In 
past summers many wells upon 
which the residents had depen¬ 
ded for water had gone dry 
leaving them with a serious wa¬ 
ter shortage. Following the talk, 
the council said it was going to 
take immediate action in deal¬ 
ing with the problem, and that 
the Light and Water Commit¬ 
tee would likely present its find¬ 
ings at the next meeting to be 
held on Thursday next. 

Have Building Permit By-Law 

An error in the press report of 
the previous meeting was point¬ 
ed out in regard to building per¬ 
mits of the town, in which it 
was stated that the town had 
no such by-law. The town has 
such a by-law, but in respect to 
the granting of permits, it was 
proposed by some members that 
in granting the permits, the 
work to be undertaken should 
be outlined to the one granting 
same. 

Firearms, Motorists, Etc. 

One of the most serious mat¬ 
ters contended with by the gen¬ 
eral public was brought before 
the meeting in response to a 
letter from the Coleman Board 
of Trade. In this matter was the 
use of rifles, air guns, etc., with¬ 
in the town limits by minors. It 
was pointed out in a letter from 
R.C.M.P. Sgt. Murray, that in 
regard to |uch firearms, air 
guns, etc., the law forbid the 
use, or sale of such arms to any¬ 
one under the age of 14 years, 
also the sale of ammunition for 
such arms to minors under 14 
years. In this respect the law 
was that anyone over that age 
who supplied the minor with 
the arms or ammunition for the 
same, whether the parents or 
dealer, could be held responsible 
for the breach of the outlined 
law. In discussing the matter it 
was pointed out, that many 
street lights had been smashed 
by minors using such arms, and 


that even at the Coleman Ceme¬ 
tery many stones and flower 
containers had been broken by 
same. 

Also in connection with the 
Board of Trade letter, the 
eheck-up on motorists for non¬ 
dimming of lights and speeding 
-would be started immediately. 
Town Employees Wages to be 
Made Twice Per Month 
Another matter to receive 
prompt attention, was that of 
town employees who had writ¬ 
ten regarding time of receiving 
pay cheques, which at present 
was one per month. It was de¬ 
cided that in future, such em¬ 
ployees would be in receipt ot 
wages twice per month, the 4th 
and 20th. 

Budget Calls for 65 Mill Rate 

Dealing with the yearly bud¬ 
get, it was decided that the mill 
rate be set at 65. Allowance of 
$20,500 being for school pur- 
poses.and. $20,000 for town af¬ 
fairs. In this connection the de¬ 
duction of 10% would be allow¬ 
ed on taxes paid on or before 
August 10, on taxes for school 
or town purposes for the year. 
Such deductions cannot be al¬ 
lowed on payments of hospital 
tax. 

Sewage Disposal of 
Grand Union 

The sewage disposal system qf 
the Grand Union hotel was 
again brought up, and the call 
for its removal from the pres¬ 
ent vicinity of the arena was 
made urgent. It was decided 
that the town mayor phone to 
the provincial sanitary inspec¬ 
tor for him to come to Coleman 
immediately and investigate the 
situation, as any more delay in 
the matter would hinder neces¬ 
sary action. 

Clean Up Week Set for 
May 30 to June 4 
The annual Clean Up Week 
for local citizens property was 
decided upon to be held between 
May 30 and June 4. 

In regard to Clean Up Week, 
it is pointed out that this an¬ 
nual feature of any town is most 
important, as the clean town is 
the most liked town. If the local 
residents will take this effort to 
heart, and-see that their own 
yards and alleys are cleaned "of 
past accumulation of debris, it 
will add to the wholesomeness 
of the town, and will not only be 
of better use to themselves and 
neighbours, but will be a boost 
for the town in the welcoming 
of the visitor. 

It was decided that during the 
months of July and August the 
council will meet but once a 
month, except for the necessity 
of any special meeting.

Mr and Mrs. Johnston now 
reside in Vancouver, with Jack 
taking a most enthusiastic in¬ 
terest in football, attending 
every available game, for in hi# 
early days here he was goal 
keeper on the Coleman football 
team.

Vernon is to be the scene of 
the largest camp from July 4 to 
13 when 1,000 cadets from both 
provinces will gather for the 
Western Command concentrat¬ 
ed training program.

, A , radio commentator on a Western (U.S.) 
broadcast remarked that drouth was agriculture’s 
number one enemy, but that the coyote now app¬ 
ears to be taking second place. In recent months, 
reports from farmers all over Alberta indicate that 
losses in sheep, young cattle, fowl and deer have 
reached a grave all-time record. Something must 
be done to control this maurauding outlaw while 
its breeding grounds and lairs are easily accessible. 

The individual farmer, while somewhat handi¬ 
capped by restriction laws and fence lines can at 
least, be on the alert to destroy all coyotes in his 
own immediate area. The creatures are hard to 
trap snare or poison, even where such measures 
are allowed. The use of planes, wolf hounds, etc 
have been quite effective in open country, In bush 
lands they cannot do much. Whether a combin¬ 
ation of trained trappers, or adequate bounty pay¬

Measure Into large bowl, Vi c. 
lukewarm water, 1 tap. granulated 
sugar; stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Sprinkle slowly with 1 envelope 
Fleiachmann's Royal Fast Rising

Punch down dough in bowl, 
grease top and let rise again until 
nearly doubled. Punch down 
dough and roll out, half at a time, 
into a rectangle a scant Vi ’ thick; 
lift dough, cover with cloth and 
let rest 5 min. Brush with melted 
butter or shortening; cut into 
strips \W wide. Pile 7 strips 
together; cut into 1M" pieces. 
Place cut-side up in greased muf¬ 
fin pans; separate slices a jit tie at 
the top. Cover and let rise until 
doubled in bulk. Bake in hot 
oven, 400°, 16-20 min.

Safety Director Urges 
Care With Boats 


REGINA. — Following Saskatche¬ 
wan’s first boating fatality of 1949, 
Be van Lawson, Red Cross swimming 
and water safety director, has is¬ 
sued a warning against carelessness 
in handling boats and canoes. 

In the warning is an appeal to 
avoid overloading boats or standing 
up in them. Storm warnings should 
be heeded and no boat should be 
launched in rough weather. 

Any person who cannot swim 
should never go out in a boat at all, 
and no boater should wear heavy 
clothes or boots while on the water.
